_ Junior College education has grown from a humble begin- 
ning 18 years ago in California to a flourishing and established 
entity. Santa Ana was the second city to join in this movement

From a mere handful 
of students , the junior college has ex- 
panded until it has enrolled more 
than 800 students and has a faculty of 
47 instructors. 

Santa Ana junior college alumni 
believe they have an advantage over 
students in four year universities. 
They prefer the smaller school, with 
its complete informality and friendlin- 
ness. They like the closer association 
with the teachers and the opportuni- 


ties for easy discussion in small class- 
es. Leadership is developed in the

Reveals Changes 


When students of 1933 work on 
the current edition of Del Ano, jay- 
see yearbook, they seldom think of 
former issues of the annual during 


the past 12 years, the changes that 
have taken place in name, in content 
and size. 


_ To Fred Wright goes the distinc- 
tion of editing the first publication 
in 1921, which was dedicated to Dean 
E. M. Nealley, present instructor of 
philosophy, psychology and ethics. 
The book contained 75 pages and was 
named Algol, after a bright star. In- 
cluded in the faculty at that time 
were J. Russell Bruff, E. M. Nealley, 
Etta Mae Conkle, Mrs. Eleanor 
Northcross, E. C. Phillips, Mary 
Swass, Mrs. J. L. Tessmann, 
Mabel G. Whiting. 


Dedicated to Tessmann 

In 1922, the yearbook was edited 
by Robert Gerwing and dedicated to 
Mrs. Tessmann, while the 1923 book, 
edited by Overton Luhr, was dedi- 
cated to President D. K. Hammond. 
Again in 1924, the book was dedi- 
cated to Dean Nealley and was edit- 
ed by George Morton. It contained 
100 pages and included all the grad- 
uates from 1916 up to that year. 

Raymond Vandruff edited the 94 
page book in 1925, which was dedi- 
cated to J. Russell Bruff and was a 
little smaller because of the appear- 
ance that year of a campus _news- 
paper. San Juan Capistrano mission 
was played up in 1926 under the 
editorship of Robert O’Brien. The 
book was printed for the first time in 
the college print shop by Thomas E. 
Williams. 

Spanish Phase Used 

Theodore Jessee, 1927 editor, play- 
ed up another phase of Spanish life 
with old Spanish explorers while Miss 
Mydas Capps, editor in 1928, used 
Neptune and ocean themes in her 
book, which was dedicated to “Dons of 
Future Years.” Printed in red and 
black, the 1929 book was edited by 
Eleanor Turner and contained: 138 
pages. 

Eulogizing the championship foot- 
ball game and picturing Spanish life, 
the 1930 book was edited by Lavinia 
Compton and is considered one of the 
best yearbooks in the history of the 
college. 

- Del Ano Name Chosen 

Selected as a name more fitting to 
the Spanish traditions of the junior 
college, the name Del Ano was 
chosen in 1931 for the yearbook, with 
the honor of the first edition under 
the new title going to Betty Maloney, 
editor. In 1932, Editor Dulcie Green 
dedicated the annual to Mrs. Tess-
